CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN SENATE. 

Mr. Frelinghuysen presented a petition 
of citizens of Georgia, ne forth that it 
is impossible for an avowed Union man to 
live in the rural districts of that State; 
that it is impossible to bring to justice the 
murderers of Union men; that intimijda- 


’ tion and force have been used to make a 
certain class of citizens vote contrary to 


their interests; that palpable violations of 
the Fourteenth Amendment are constantly 
oecurring, an that legislation of some kind 
is absolutely necessary to remedy this state 
of things. Referred to the Committee on 
the Judiciary. : : 

Mr. Harlan presented a memorial, pray- 
ing that the mble to the Constitution 
of the United States may be amended so 
as to acknowledge “Almighty God as the 
source of all ret or — in civil 
government, and the Lord Jesus Christ as 
the ruler of mankind, and his revealed will 
as the supreme authority.” Keferred to the 
Committee on the Judiciary. ; 

Mr. Sherman introduced a bill to amend 
the act establishing the Judiciary of the 
United States, approved September 24, 
1789. Referred to the Committee on the 
Judiciary. | 

Mr. Sherman's bill proposes to amend

Mr. Pomeroy read from the report of the 
committee to show the insufficiency of the 
evidence of her loyalty. | 

Mr. Fowler asked him whether there 
was a particle of evidence of her disloyal- 
ty except the statement of Umpbrey. who, 
he had«no doubt, could be shown tobe a 
miserable scamp. 

Mr. Pomeroy replied that he was not try- 
ing to make out a case of disloyalty; but 
was merely saying that it was an untortu- 
nate test case, because loyalty was not pos- 
itively — 

Mr. Warner said he knew Mr. Umplirey 
to be a réputable gentleman—not at all a 
“miserable scamp.’ 

Mr. Spencer felt called upon, the ques- 
tion of Umphrey’s character being up, to 
say that he was a troublesome man in Ala- 
bama, and that he knew nothing about 
Miss Murphby’s character,and probably had 
never seen her. : 

Mr. Spencer believed that Miss Murphy 
had clearly established her loyaity by the 
testimony of officers of the United States 
in regard to her loyal character and ser- 
viees. ’ 

Mr. Pomeroy said that the evidence only 
showed the loyalty -of Miss Murphy after 
the arrival of the United States army, and 
there was no evidence offprevious loyalty.

damages done or property taken by the 
army inthe South, he would recommend 
that her's should be allowed, but adding 
that the whole question was to he deter- 
mined by Congress. 

Mr. Doolittle said that at the beginning 
of the debate upon this claim he was in- 
clined to oppose all such claims, in view of 
the great amount of money which their
